ROADS PROPOSAL | 
UP MONDAY NIGH 


Plans for organizing a private cor- 
poration with $200,000,000 capital to 
take over the road building program 
of the state of Georgia will be outlined 
at a meeting of the Presidents’ club of 
Atlanta Monday night by Judge Ar- 
thur G. Powell, prominent Atlanta 
lawyer, it was announced Friday after- 
noon following a conference kgld by 
Judge Vowell, Mell R. Wilkerson, 
president of the club, and Colonel 
Frederic J. Paxon, secretary. 

Recently Judge Powell- held a con- 
ference with the Harriman National 
Bank of New York relative to the 
proposed plan and will ontline the de- 
tails at the meeting to be held at the 
Biltmore hotel Monday night. 

About 500 guests have been invited 
including Governor Clifford Walker. 
Governor-elect L. G. Hardman, of 
Commerce; mmbers of the two 
branches of the state legislature, mem- 
bers of the Georgia delegation in con- 
gress and leading state officials. 

Under the proposed plan the private 
corporation will be given the revenue 
of the state gasoline tax and possibly 
the revenue from the sale of automo- 
bile license iagr. With this revenue 
it will sell its own obligations and the 
state will in no way be under any 
obligations to pay these bonds. 

It is pointed out that this plan will 
allow the private corporation to com- 
plete Georgia’s road building program 
without the necessity .of issuing state} 
bonds and without any additional tax- 
ation of any kind. 

Judge Powell has investigated the 
authority of the state legislature to 
delegate such powers to a private cor- 
poration and will explain in detail ,all 
the plans at the meeting Monday night.

More for the Muscle Man. 

One direct hit made by President 
Coolidge was in his statement that 
“there is a consjderable class of un- 
skilled workers who have not come 
into full participation in the wealth 
of the nation.” 

That is a declaration that in some 
countries would be denounced as so- 
cialistic, or communistic, or bolshe- 
vick! But, of course, it is none such, 
and coming from the chief magistrate 
of the freest and richest nation of 
the civilized world, it assumes the 
truth and dignity of an economic ne- 
cessity. 

It is a commonly acknowledged fact 
that the mere muscle man, whether 
in field, factory, or other manual 
- nial labor is not, as a rule, getting 
wages adequate to his economic neces- 
sities, 

The custom always is to get 
labor for the very lowest price. He 
is usually like a hop-toad under a 
harrow; he must be busy, or go under. 
There is no rule of market upon which 
he can stand. No union can safe- 
uard him and no device of trade or 
assure him a _ living

There must arise among us a spirit 
of justice that will make it disreput- 
able to “grind the faces of the poor.” 
Hiow that spirit is to be gendered and 
by what methods effect its altruistic 
ends, I do not know; but the forces 
of American Christianity and states- 
manship ought to be competent to es- 
tablish the reform.

which makes common necessities and 
common decencies impossible in any 
home prepares its inmates for crimes 
to supply those lacks. And that is 
what low wages do. 

Lord Shaftesbury, eminent English 
philanthropist. found that “scareely 
two in a hundred criminals came from 
well-founded homes, supported by liv- 
ing wages. Most of the adult crim- 
inals came from the poorer homes and 
began their course of crimes between 
the ages of 8 and 16 years.” 


Better Pay; Better Citizens. 

The conclusion is inescapable that 
one of the most potential of panaceas 
for lawlessness would be a_ public 
sentiment enforcing better participa- 
tion by unskilled labor in the abound- 
ing wealth of the nation througl more 
adequate pay for their toil.

Rags are Enemies of Religion. 

It was quite in character for a New 
England president to lay accent upon 
the need of the nation for greater re- 
ligions devotion by the people. 

Always religious conditions are vi- 
tal and make for or against social 
and political stability. Much of the 
viciousness and lewdness that shine 
like rotten mackeral on the surface 
of current American life are due to 
the neglect of religious culture. There 
are no genuine moralities apart from 
religious principles and practices. And 
the decline in the passing generation 
of the “old-time religion” accounts for 
much of the “wild party” and lasci- 
vious living of which the land is af- 
flieted. 

But rags are enemies of satisfying 
religion. The beggars, even in the 
days of Jesus, ventured no further 
than the gates of the temples and the 
doorways of the dives. We must care 
for the man as an indispensable part 
of the process of curing his spirit. It 
was that divine knowledge that moved 
Jesus to so much compassion and so 
many provisions for the poor.

When Governor Cox of Ohio ran for | 
the presidency against Senator Hard- 
ing of Ohio the governor was in fime 
physical condition and _ the senator | 
was in bad shape. The governor went 
through the functional tests with a 
laugh like a schoolboy.
